Newmarket December Sales 


Next week will see the last. of the Irish 
stock to be auctioned this year leave for 
Newmarket. These December sales are 
among the most noted of all these auctions 
at the English racing headquarters. It 
is at them that most of the lots are pur- 
chased for foreign countries; for they 
come from all over the world in search of 
brood mares at this time of year, whereas 
the lots offered at sales held earlier in 
the season generally remain in England. 
The December sales have now reached 
their half century, for it was in 1886 that 
they had their rather interesting be- 
ginning. In that year Fred Archer, the 
great jockey, ceased to exist, in the month 
of November. He owned about twelve or 
thirteen horses, which were put up for 
sale at Newmarket the following month. 
These animals formed the foundation of 
the first December sales catalogue. 
Seventy other lots were added to them, 
and so successful were the sales that they 
became an annual institution ever since. 
fhis year they probably will arouse in- 
creased interest, for Lord Glanely is to 
be among the vendors—a rare happening. 


Sir Fitzroy Maclean 


Through the passing of Sir Fitzroy 
Maclean in the fulness of his years the 
world has lost one of its most remarkable 
characters. A friend who knew him well 
tells me that this grand old chieftain 
although he could not see for years past, 
kept in touch with the outer world, from 
his stronghold of Duart, by means of the 
wireless. He listened-in every day, and 
whenever the national anthem came across 
he raised his hand in salute. A solitary 
figure in that isolated castle, Sir Fitzroy, 
like all those blessed with longevity, was 
not free from sorrow, for he saw many of 
his closest ties rent asunder by fate. The 
loss of his wife, and then that of his 
eldest son and heir, were events that must 
have brought pain in his declining years.

bracken threatens to destroy all the land 
that is fit for cultivation,

Irish Football Revival

more enthusiasm than the international. 
I was interested to read, therefore, “ that 
the match between England and Ireland at 
Stoke last Wednesday may restore the 
association test between the two countries 
to a more exalted position. The attend- 
ance was nearly 50,000; for all the big 
factories in the district were closed for the 
afternoon, and the players put up the 
finest display seen for many years past.’’ 
Irish football is certainly on the upgrade 
at present, but it seems to be that the 
Free State Association are pursuing a 
wiser course than the Northern Ireland 
body in making home players the basis of 
their team. The Irishmen gave a grand 
display last week, but only three of them 
were members of Ulster clubs, the remain- 
ing eight coming from English League 
clubs. The ‘‘ Free State Irish '” XI. have 
found the experience of a few cross-Channel 
men extremely useful, but not more than 
three or four have been chosen for any one 
match in recent years, and, consequently, 
Dublin spectators have had the additional 
interest of watching the men with whom 


they are familiar in action against the 
leading Continental players. This seems 
to be a wise policy, and one that ought to 
be pursued in the future.

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M. Materice Goor. 


this country only reached about one quarter 
of that amount. The reason for this was that 
Belgium supplied the Free State with fully 
finished manufactured goods or unfinished 
manufactured goods used by Free State 
industries as semi-raw materials, of a quality 
and price combined which made them more 
attractive than the similar articles turned out 
elsewhere; and because there would seem to 
be little beyond cértain classes of live 
animals and raw materials for their industries 
which would present the same attraction to 
the Belgian market. Their trade to this 
country, for 1935, was to the extent of over 
60 per cent made up of iron and steel, and 
cement and textiles and glass. Cement, 
textiles and glass would soon disappear. Free 
State trade was based to the extent of 81 per 
cent. on cattle, horses, sheep, butter, scoured 
wool and rabbit skins. There was little 
prospect of immediate development, for some 
of their purchases here were made at a Cer- 
tain sacrifice, which took the form of infport 
quotas allotted by the Free State. These 
were inspired by their anxiety to show their 
good wil! 


ADVICE TO IRISH TRADERS 


Concluding, M. Goor made the following 
statement, which was received with sprains 
by the members of the Chamber:—‘“'! know 
of a good many Irish importers crossing over 
to Belgium to purchase our goods, as Í know 
of Belgian exporters calling to this country 
to study the local market and sell their goods, 
but 1 do not know of Irish exporters taking 
the trouble of going over to Belgium to 
investigate the possibilities of sales of Irish 
goods. What is more, I very seldom come 
across a local trader or producer showing 
interest in the business opportunities of the | 
Belgian market, while many call to my office | 
for psaistance in procuring our goods, 
“ We in Belgium are doing a great deal to 
promote our commercial interests in this 
country. Almost immediately after your 
country took its place amongst the nations 
as an independent political entity, did not my 
Government, think fit to send me to the Irish 
Free State in my present capacity, and was it 
mot the first to establish in this country a 
Consulate-General? Will our Irish friends 
likewise give earnest attention to the Belgian 
buyer, and will you, gentlemen of the rish 
International Chamber of Commerce, use your 
influence to this effect? None more than | 
personally—to whom your country has 
endeared itself through long experience cf 


such close attention, and none will be more 
cordially prepared to co-operate to the best of 
his ability.” 


EXPERT SALESMANSHIP 


Proposing a vote of thanks, Mr. T. F. 
Laurie said that intense industrialisation of 
this country was necessary tf they were to 
fina employment for all their nationals. He 
mentioned how much Belgium appreciated the 
necessity for a foreign trade department, and 
said that the Free State must realise that 


their consu ion was very limited, and must 
make a detailed attack on the ex busi- 
ness They must knock down f restric- 


tions. The progress which Belgium had made 
could be made “ this country. They must 
stimulate their export salesmanship, and In 
this connection it was necessary, he said, 
that the Free State should have a progressive 
mercantile marine of their own.

“á Russia's New Move 


The news that Soviet Russia has decided 
to have a Constitution has taken most 
people by surprise. Since the revolution 
of October, 1917, Russia has been in “he 
grip of a ruthless dictatorship, under 
which the rights of the ordinary citizen 
Wave ceased to exist, and, while there have 
been many changes in Russia since Lenin 
and Trotsky arrived on the scene nineteen 
years ago, the essential tyranny of the 
Communist dictatorship has been m: in- 
tained. it appears, a totally new 
phase of Russian policy is about to begin. 
To-day the All-Union Congress of Soviets. 
assembled in the Kremlin at Moscow, will 
consider the terms of a new Constitution, 
which has been the sole topic of conversa- 
tion in Russia for some months past. All 
the delegates to the Congress have been 
instructed to vote unanimously in favour 
of the new instrument, the adoption of 
which, consequently, is assured. When it 
votes for the acceptance of the Constitu- 
tion the Congress will sign its own death 
warrent ; for it will be required to hand 
over all its powers to a new Parliament. 
This body will be on the bicameral system. 
There will be a so-called Counicil of Unions, 
which will be elected directly on a popular 
basis, more or 1 the mode of the 
British House of € i while a second 
chamber, known > ás ‘the Council of 
Nationalities, 4 will “represent the 150 odd 
nationalities” ; constitute the Union of 
Socialist and $ Republics. There a!so 
will be a Presidium of thirty seven 
members, who will act as a “ collective 
executive.” Universal suffrage will be 
introduced for the purposes of Parlia 


mentary electiors.

Further 
more, the present system whereby twenty 
five thousand votes are equal to one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand votes

The popularity of Gounod’s opera “ Faust’’ 
shows little signs of lessening, if one is to 
judge by the support which was accorded 
io 1 last night, when it was presented by 
the Universal Grand Upera Company, and 
the attentive mauner in which the audience 
followed the performance. 

It was, on the whole, a satisfactory pro- 
duction, ‘and if the standard is maintained 
for the rest of the season there will be little 
to complain of. Horace Vincent was the 
Faust, and in the Gounod music he found 
himself more at ease than in “ La Traviata “ 
the previous night. He sang with great 
force, and if at times the tone was a little 
disturbing, there was the merit that the dic- 
tion was markedly clear and every word was 
heard plainly. He carried his line well in 
the Garden Scene, and also gave a fine 
dramatic touch to his work in the Duel and 
the Prison scenes. 

Jennie Bleasdale was the Marguerita, and 
she saug the part capitally. a voice 15 
of that light quality me suits the character 
so well, and very wisely she did not try to 
Iorce it for dramatic effect. Still, there was 
plenty of colour in her singing, and the 
ee Song. was excellent. 

There was much that was entertaining in 
the Mephistopheles of Norman Williams. 
This was rather a Falstaffian figure, good- 
natured and easy-going, and not to be 
staken out of his philosophic content by the 
childish ways of these earthly lovers. His 
voice was rich and mellow, and he wag al- 
ways singing the line and getting his words 
over clearly. 

Valentine was sung bY Joseph Aip and 
one was interested to hear t newcomer. 
His is a baritone voice of penetrating quality 
—almost the robust tenor in the upper 
range. He knew the music well and sang 
effectively the “Even Bravest Hearts” aria, 
and later the due! and death scene, but his 
action was somewhat jerky, and should be 
rounded off.

D Secretary of 

Missionary Council, at 
meeting of the Dublin University Fukien 
Mission, held in the Graduates’ Memorial 
Building, Trinity College, yesterday after- 
noon. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who presided, 
referred with regret to the loss the Society 
had suffered in the death of the Rev. Charles 
Bolton Waller, who had been its honorary 
secretary. 

Dr. Paton said that his only exeuse for 
speaking on China was that he had during 
last winter visited certain countries in the 
Far East to study the situation that faced 
the Christian Church there. He thought that 
Christian people in the West were still im- 
perfectly informed as to the situation in 
China. He could not conceive of any man 
from these countries going into China these

days and getting into contact with respon 
sible officials without being profoundly moved 
to back these people and give them their 
chance. The Chinese had tremendous leeway 
to make up, and the task of building up was 
always overshadowed by the grave, growing 
menace of Japan. lt was a matter for amaze- 
ment that the Chinese. in face of all their 
difficulties, had done so much. He had come 
in contact with many of the younger officials 
in Nanking and had been deeply impressed 
with tay, cena their self-sacrifice, thei: 
resolution, and with the technical ability they 
were bringing to bear on their tasks. - i 

The rise of Communism was the result of 
the appalling conditions that existed in the 
rural parts, but in the Nanking Government 
they had a group who were facing their 
tasks bravely, backed by the growing support 
of the younger people. They desired nothing 
in the world but the chance to get on with 
their job. : 


MEN OF COURAGE 


He told of the effort made by Dr 
“ Jimmy” Yen to tackle the problem of mass 
illiteracy. Dr. Yen had told hiss that it was 
possible for them in China, even with their 
economic dislocation and chaos, to destroy 
illiteracy, and no man knew more what he 
was talking about than Dr. Yen. Dr. Paton 
also instanced the manner in which another 
friend of his. “ Thomas' Chow, had tackled 
the problem of dealing with the 40,000 rick- 
shaw drivers in Shanghai, and how he faced 
the threat of the rickshow company owners 
when they placed 5,000 dollars on his head.

The Royal and Ancient Club made the fol- 
lowing announcement from St. Andrews yes- 
terday re ing the amateur and open 
cham ionships : 

e eligibility list, which has been in 
operation for some years = ae connection with 
entries for the amateur c ionship, has 
been abolished, and . tries wil now be ac- 
cepted from any golfer whose club handicap 
does not exceed one stroke. In the open 
championship the number of competitors to 
qualify has been increased from 100 to 140, 
but the number in the last two rounds has 
been reduced from 60 to 40.” 

The abolition of the eligibility list, which 
has been in existence for many years, may 
result in an increased entry for the amateur 
championship. There are many golfers 
whose skill merited their inclusion in the 
amateur event, but who have been precluded 
owing to their failure to make application 
for a national handicap. Amateur golfers 
have had to be in receipt of a nati han- 
dicap of four or less to be eligible to com- 
pete for the amateur title. An exemption was 
made for overseas competitors, who entered 


through the secretary of the recognised 
authority controlling golf in the country 
from which they to enter. Now any 


player with a handicap of one or better at a 
recognised golf club will be qualified to enter 
the é championship.

“COLOURS ” ABOLISHED 


Perhups. the most important event as far 
as the Committee was concerned, said the 
Secretary, was the decision to abolish the 
awarding of the “ University colour.” Of 
late there had been almost universal dis- 
satisfaction with the existing system, and it 
was only after very careful examination of 
the whole question that the system was 
brought to an end by an overwhelming 
majority of the Central Committee. From the 
re of the sub-committee on the matter 
and the “é views expressed he was of 
opinion that any such system of awarding a 
universal colour in Trinity College was not 
to be desired. 

With regard to the achievements of the 
various dubs, he pointed out that the Hockey 
Club had retained their pre-eminent position 
in Ireland, and had supplied several players 
to the international teams.
